© have a proper law to govern the action of 
banks. Under the new law, a bank y use any 
of its assets as security on its issue. 
Railroad and similar bonds, miunicipal and State 
bonds, United States bonds and mercantile paper 
are all available. *Each item of security must be 
passed on! by the clearinghousé association: to. 
which the bank offering security belongs. The old 
national bank act made a market for governnient 
bonds. This market is steady, because ‘the note 
_ issues secured by them are perpetual. The new act . 
will tend to create a market for all long-time bonds 
suitable for this sort of security, but not so marked 
as in the case of government bonds, for the reason 
that the currency to be secured is not perpetual. . 

The demand that commercial paper be made 
available in this way was grounded, for the most 
part, on an appeal to the example of. the Bank of 
England. Always there is danger in these analo- 
gies. In Great Britain merchants’ notes are good 
security, because of the general absence of wild 
| speculation on the part of the makers of such 

notes. The mercantile paper of our country, ordi- 
narily valid, would not be so good as English paper 
of the same kind in time when emergency notes 
would be in circulation. To be valid it is essential 
that this paper will be redeemed when due. In 
the recent panic there was much mercantile paper 
in the hands of the banks which could not be con- 
verted into cash .at the date set for its redemption. 
To have forced payment would have ruined the . 
business men whose names were on the notes. 

If we can eliminate wild speculation from our 
business life we shall have no panics and no need 
| of emergency currency. When merchants have 
‘been over-trading to such a degree as to bring 
a crisis; mercantile paper will not be a quick asset 
for the banks, and will, therefore, be less valid as 
security for note issues. 5
